Continuation of #2: Applicant has amended independent claim 1 by adding proposed new 
limitations "each said lamella being interconnected to the next by", "each said lamella leg having 
at least one opening" and "second connecting element being formed in the area of the 
longitudinal axis of the strip between the openings in said opposing lamella legs and being 
inclined relative to said longitudinal axis whereby" which requires a new search and/or further 
consideration. 

Continuation of #5: The application is not placed in condition for allowance because: 
Applicant's arguments are drawn to a proposed claim amendment which is not being entered. 
Thus, the arguments are not commensurate in scope with the claims. Specifically, the 
applicant's argument drawn to the limitation "second connecting element being formed in the 
area of the longitudinal axis of the strip between the openings in said opposing lamella legs and 
being inclined relative to said longitudinal axis whereby" has not been entered. Therefore, the 
arguments are not in scope with the claims of record. Applicant's arguments are not found 
persuasive because they rely on the non-entered amendments. Applicant is referred back to the 
final rejection of record in Paper #10 mailed on March 3, 2003. 



Continuation of #7: In the office action mailed on March 3, 2003, the Office Action Summary 
should have stated that claims 1 and 3-25 were rejected instead of being subjected to a 
restriction requirement. Claim 17 should have been included in the heading of the 103 rejection 
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over Davis et al. The absence of the rejection of claim 17 and the typing error on the Office
